GROMYKO SOVIET INDIAN 

RETURNS TO MOSCOW FRIENDSHIP WEEK CELEBRATED 


On January 21, Ihe USSR 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko returned to Moscow from 
abroad. 

Tire Soviet Foreign Minister 
paid an official friendly visit to 
Ihe GDR. During bis conversa- 
tions wllh Erich Honecker be 
discussed Ihe further strengthen- 
ing and consolidation of rela- 
tions between the two countries, 
as well as Bomo international is- 
sues. 

Gromyko preceded his visit lo 
(he GDR by an official visit lo 
Bonn whera he had gone at the

cellor and Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dlelrlch Genscher. He also 
met the Federal President Karl 
Carslens, the FRG Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl, Hans Jorhen Vo- 
gel, Member ol the SDPG Pre- 
sidium and the SDPG Candidate 
for Chancellorship, Herbert 
Mies.

Ho CM Miiib CUy. An ap-

In the final document they 
adopted, delegates point out that 
Ihe so-called operation Wrench 
Hand which the American Army 
carried out In South Vietnam In 
19B1-1Q72 was an undeclared 
chemical war which In scale, 
duration and consequences la 
without precedent in the history 
of mankind. 

Delegates have called on 
scientists In all countries to lake 
JaLni action to deal with lha 
fatal consequences of chemical 
warfare. They stressed that self- 
less and comprehensive aid to 
ihe Vietnamese people Is a vital 
necessity.

Chinese ‘NO’ to contracts with USA 


Peking. The Oil nose govern- 
ment fcu decided to discontinue 
forthwith tho signing of new 
ecu tracts this year for imporls 
of cotton, chemical fibre and 
*oya beans from the United 
States. In an official statement 
released by the Xinhua new* 
agency, a representative for Ihe 
Chinese Ministry of Foreign 
Economic Relations also says 
Hilna will reduce Its purchases 
of other agricultural products 
Iron the United Stales. 


It Is believed in the Journal- 
istic community that these mea- 
sures have been taken In retalia- 
tion for the American admtn- 
lstratlon'i recent decision lo in- 
troduce unilateral restrictions on 
tortile imporls from China. As 
has already been reported, the 
four rounds ol the Sino- Amer- 
ican talks over Increases In lha 
exports of Chinese textiles lo 
the United Slates produced no 
results. 


London, The British Conserva- 
tive government is atiH wedded 
to lta plans lo turn the Falkland 
(Malvinas) Islands into Britain's 
military outpost In the South 
Atlantic, reports "Financial 
Times", wilting about the forth- 
coming tilp to the Islands of a 
group of British MPa— members 
of the Parliamentary defence 
committee. According lo the 
paper, the MPa will consider a 
wide range of problems from the 
construction In the Falklands of 
a new airport to the number of 
atr and naval forces needed for 
ihe Islands' defence.

A meeting has been 
held in the Vatican between Eu- 
ropean and American priests.

States discussed a draft pastoral 
messago adopted lato last year 
by the national conference of 
Ihe American Catholic bishops.

The meeting was necessitated 
by the growing public concern 
over ihe deiorlorailon In iho in 
ter national atmosphere on the 
one hand, and by the mounting 
pressure being pul on member* 
of tho antiwar movement In 
tha United States, particularlv 
on Catholics. 


The draft pastoral message 
has caused undisguised Irritation 
In the Whlto House which re- 
gards tha stand tho Catholics 
have taken on the war and 
peace Issuo as a serious threat 
to their militarist policies. It 
now tries by all moans possible 
to Uuvart tho action taken by 
Iho religious groups to oppose 
tho arras race and prevent the 
threat of nuclear war. Tho US 
Defense Secretary C- Weinber- 
ger and W. Clark, the Presi- 
dent's Assistant tor National 
Security Affairs, have demanded 
in a peremptory tono a revision 
nt the pastoral mosMigo to bring 
It into conform II v wtih the of- 
ficial line.

The unity ol Soviet science allows each republla aca- 
demy to locus on the problems which fo them appear 
to be most promising, either because ol the needs ol 
the republic's economy, or because of the availability 
ol speclllc scientific personnel and expertise. Besides, 
each republic knows that when the need arises, it can 
always use the results ol research conducted by other 
republics. This constitutes the principle ot the division 
of labour In science. 

Thus, scientists and engineers from Azerbaijan have 
done much lo develop the oil resources In other repub- 
lics. They have taken an active part in Ihe develop- 
ment ol oil fields In the RSFSR, Turkmenia, Kazakh- 
stun, Byelorussia, the Ukraine, and other regions. Axer- 
bal/an scientists are engaged In joint research with 
geologists and prospectors from (he GDI? and Roman/a. 
and they help much fn the development of oil Helds In

GAS FROM RIVER VALLEYS 

Western Siberian gas tfoposlls 
lie as a rule In too valleys 
cirealed by rivers that used In 
flow in that region millions ol 
years ago, concluded geo- 
graphers at Kharkov University 
in Lhe Ukraine after an analysis 
of *he ancient roll of. They em- 
ployed simulation methods based 
on remote seismic sounding data. 
Tims, It has been established 
that a considerable part nl die 
Mcdvezby gas deposit in the 
Par North ts concentrated In the 
lower reaches ol lhe river net- 
work that existed *10 million 
’years ago near the anrlcnl sea.. 
The territory wns then a plain 
similar lo the Volga or Kuban 
estuaries. Sand scdlmentB re- 
mained In too bed of the river 
and Its tributaries, later forming 
loose rocks saturated with gas. 
Knowing this, one can get a 
fairly exact picture or the struc- 
ture of the gas deposits lo locale 
Lhe drilling sites.

by Maris Jansens, who In his 
time, also won second prize at 
the Karajan Contest 

After the Contest, newspapers 
said I was a poet and a lyricist. 
They are wrong, although I have 
nothing against either poetry or 
lyricism, said NJtolal Alexeyev. 
I am on better terms with drama, 
thrust, conflict, and contrasts. I 
like conducting Shostakovich, 
Beethoven, Tchaikovsky, Berlioz, 
and Debussy.
